UNARD,  the  shipping  company 
established  in  1838,  has  awarded 
the  contract  to  build  its  latest  ships  to 
an  Italian  shipbuilder. 

Cunard  is  famous  for  its  ocean  liners, 
including  the  Queen  Mary  (now  a  hotel 
in  Long  Beach,  California)  and  the 
QE2  which  were  both  built  at  the  John 
Brown  Shipyard  in  Clydebank  and  then 
were  based  in  Southampton. 

However,  in  recent  years,  the  company 
has  looked  abroad  for  its  ships.  The 
Queen  Mary  2  was  built  in  France, 
and  the  new  ships  commissioned  for 
the  company  -  the  Queen  Victoria  and 
the  Queen  Elizabeth  -  will  be  built  by 
Fincanteri  in  Venice  and  Monfalcone 
respectively,  in  a  deal  which  gives  the 
Italian  company  40%  of  the  market 
share.

If  the  people  causing 
these  problems  were  White,  it  would 
have  been  dealt  with  years  ago.” 

And  Marlene  says  there  have  been  a 
string  of  similar  complaints  from  her 
constituents  over  the  council’s  refusal

Betrayal  of  our  junior  doctors 


THE  Labour  Government’s 
rushed  reforms  of  postgraduate 
medical  training  were  responsible 
for  the  fiasco  earlier  this  year  which 
left  thousands  of  junior  doctors 
unable  to  continue  their  training. 
An  independent  report  by  the 
Medical  Schools  Council  into  the 
crisis  created  by  the  implementation 
of  Labour’s  five-year  programme 
to  modernise  medical  training  has 
accused  the  then  Health  Minister, 
Patricia  Hewitt,  of  failing  to  take 
account  of  the  fact  that  ten  thousand 
applicants  had  arrived  from  abroad 
to  take  up  junior  doctor  posts. 

In  addition  to  technical  problems 
with  the  new  highly  complex  online 
applications  system  (which  was 
eventually  abandoned  altogether), 
around  30,000  junior  doctors  found 
themselves  competing  for  just 


23,000  specialist  training  posts  in 
hospitals  across  Britain.  Many 
home-trained  doctors  missed  out  on 
these  essential  appointments  and  are 
now  unable  to  complete  their  qualifi¬ 
cations  for  consultant  jobs. 

The  report  called  for  a  radical  overhaul 
of  the  whole  system  and  warned 
that  the  Government  must  address  its 
‘policy  vacuum’  regarding  the  massive 
increases  in  trainee  numbers  fuelled  by 
overseas  applicants.

Race  lobby  sets  its  sights 
en  Britain’s  architects 


PRASAD:  Making  race  an  issue.

UST  two  weeks  after  taking 
office  on  1st  September  as 
President  of  the  Royal  Institute  of 
British  Architects  (RIBA),  Sunand 
Prasad,  the  first  ethnic  minority 
president,  is  making  race  an  issue. 
Prasad  is  also  advocating  moves  to 
globalise  the  institute  and  believes 
that  this  can  be  done  by  architects  in 
countries  such  as  India,  from  where 
he  originates,  being  offered  cut  price 
international  membership.  With  equal 
voting  rights  British  members  could 
soon  find  themselves  outvoted  in  their 
own  institute. 

Prasad  also  said  that  the  RIBA 
should  not  get  involved  in  politics, 
and  during  his  one  year  term  as 


President-elect  he  also  said  that  he 
opposed  positive  discrimination. 
However,  now  speaking  as  president 
at  this  year’s  ‘Stephen  Lawrence 
memorial  lecture’  at  the  institute’s 
headquarters,  Prasad  argued  that  the 
British  architectural  curriculum  was 
acting  as  a  barrier  to  ethnic  minority 
participation. 

Prasad  went  on  to  say  that  schools 
of  architecture  “mostly  study  white 
architects  and  white  architecture” 
and  in  the  typically  obscure 
language  of  ‘race-relations-speak’ 
added  that  a  “little  mix  of  culture 
and  different  cultural  solutions  will 
benefit  everyone”. 

In  a  world  where  architectural  design 
is  now  largely  international  it  is 
difficult  to  see  what  he  means  by  this. 
Not  surprisingly  his  comments  were 
reportedly  endorsed  by  the  Society 
of  Black  Architects. 

This  all  supplements  demands  made 
by  another  ‘political’  architect, 
Richard  Rogers,  who  last  year 
advocated  positive  discrimination  in 
architectural  employment. 

It  is  clear  from  all  this  that  the 
RIBA  is  steadily  being  politicised 
by  the  liberal  Left  and  the  politi¬ 
cally  correct  brigade  who  have  been 
emboldened  in  their  efforts  by  the 
presence  of  a  member  of  an  ethnic 
minority  at  the  profession’s  helm 
for  the  next  two  years.

ON  the  7th  July  2005  in  London 
there  were  a  series  of  terrorist 
bomb  blasts  that  hit  London’s 
public  transport  system  during  the 
morning  rush  hour. 

At  8:50am,  three  bombs  exploded 
within  fifty  seconds  of  each  other  on 
three  London  Underground  trains.  A 
fourth  bomb  exploded  on  a  bus  nearly 
an  hour  later  at  9:47am  in  Tavistock 
Square.  The  bombings  murdered  52 
commuters  and  badly  injured  700.  It 
was  the  deadliest  attack  on  London 
since  a  V2  rocket  killed  131  people  in 
Stepney  on  27  March  1945,  near  the 
end  of  World  War  II.

Yearning  for  the  BBC

BC  documentaries  are  not  what 
they  used  to  be. 

I’ve  just  watched  one  supporting  the 
proposed  Severn  Barrage  which  will 
harness  the  tides  to  help  with  our 
energy  needs.

If  that’s  the  case 
why  are  we  ploughing  all  this  money  into  an  independent  country’s 
police  force  when  we  never  seem  to  have  sufficient  funds  to  maintain 
our  own  to  an  adequate  standard? 

It  seems  that  this  Government’s  taxation  policy  operates  to  assist 
those  who  have  a  fertility  rate  that  nature  would  categorise  as 
being  successful,  yet  all  the  while  it  bleeds  the  rest  of  us  dry, 
directing  us  down  the  path  towards  nature’s  failure.

THROUGHOUT  THE  four  weeks  of  the  Church  Gresley 
by-election  campaign,  the  media  had  been  full  of  news  of 
Labour  and  the  Tories.

N  Sunday  14th  October  in 
the  City  of  London,  140  of 
our  troops  who  have  been  bravely 
serving  in  Helmand  Province  in 
Afghanistan  for  the  past  six  months, 


took  part  in  a  homecoming  parade 
at  the  Guildhall. 

This  was  the  first  such  parade  in 
London  and  went  ahead  despite  the 
recent  debate  about  such  welcoming 
home  celebrations.  In  some  areas 
of  the  country  local  councils  have 
refused  permission  for 
such  parades  in  case  it 
cuases  offence  to  Muslim 
communities. 

Hundreds  of  family 
members  and  friends 
waited  in  anticipation  , 
clutching  union  flags  and 
banners  as  the  soldiers 
marched  into  the  main 
square  of  the  Guildhall. 
These  troops  from  the 
Somme  Company  of  the 
London  Regiment  are 
mainly  made  up  of 
Territorial  Army  recruits. 
They  had  been  based 
at  Camp  Bastion  since 
April,  supporting  the 


12th  Mechanised  Brigade  in 
operations  against  the  Taliban  and 
had  only  flown  back  to  Britain  three 
days  earlier. 

The  London  Regiment’s  role  includes 
the  provision  of  the  Immediate 
Response  Team,  which  provides 
protection  for  all  the  helicopter-borne 
medical  teams.  In  the  past  six  months 
the  company  has  taken  part  in  200 
evacuation  missions,  often  coming 
under  fire.

The  town  of  Ypres  never  forgot 
the  British  and  Commonwealth 
sacrifices.  Each  night,  at  8.00pm, 
the  last  post  is  sounded  by  buglers 
from  the  fire  brigade.  This  ceremony 


began  in  1929  and  has  continued 
daily  since,  apart  from  the  years 
1940-44,  when  Ypres  was  under 
German  occupation.  The  ceremony 
takes  place  at  the  Menin  Gate,  which 
contains  the  names  of  almost  55,000 
British  and  Commonwealth  troops 
who  have  no  known  grave. 

The  solidarity  of  the  Commonwealth 
at  that  time  was  illustrated  by  the 
quote  “When  England  is  at  war, 
then  Canada  is  at  war.  If  England 
goes  to  Armageddon,  Australia  will 
go  with  her.” 

The  First  World  War  also  saw  the  first 
use  of  mustard  gas  by  the  Germans, 
and  Alan  read  out  some  harrowing 
descriptions  of  the  suffering  of  those 
affected  by  its  use,  and  those  who 
nursed  the  wounded.
